What is claimed is: 

1. A mtethod of inducing spinal anesthesia, comprising: 
administering spinally a small but anesthetic producing 
amount of 6- [2- d (2 ) H-tetrazole-5- 

yl) ethVl] decahydroisoquinolone-3-carboxylic acid or a 
pharmaceutically active analogue hereof to a patient in 
need of a spinal anesthetic. 



2. The method \of claim 1 wherein the administering spinally 
is by intrathecal^ administration . 
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3. The method ofVlaim 2 wherein 6- [2- ( 1 (2 ) H-tetrazole-5- 
yl) ethyl] decahydroi^oquinolone-3-carboxylic acid or a 
pharmaceutically active analogue is administered in 
conjunction with a phaarmaceutically acceptable carrier for 6- 
[2 - (1 (2) H-tetrazole-5-y^l) ethyl] decahydroisoquinolone-3- 
carboxylic acid or its biologically active analogue. 

4. The method of claim A wherein the dose of 6- [2- (1(2) H- 
tetrazole-5-yl) ethyl] decahydroisoquinolone-3-carboxy lie acid 
or a pharmaceutically active^ analogue administered is from 
0.1 mg to 3.0 mg . 



5. The method of claim 4 wheiein the dose of 6- [2- (1(2) H- 
tetrazole-5-yl) ethyl] decahydroikoquinolone-3-carboxylic acid 
or a pharmaceutically active analogue administered is from 
0.5 mg to 2.0 mg. 



6. A composition for inducing spinal anesthesia, 
comprising : 

a small but anestlra^ic producing amount of 6- [2- (1(2) H- 

tetrazole-S-^yl) ethyl ] decahydroisoquinolone-3-carboxylic 
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acid \or a pharmaceut ically active analogue thereof in 
combination with a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier. 

7. The composition of claim 6 whe'rein the administering 
spinally is byV intrathecal administration. 

8. The composition of claim 7 wherein 6- [2- (1(2) H- 
tetrazole-5-yl) ethyl] decahydroiso^uinolone-3-carboxylic acid 
or a pharmaceutically active analogue is administered in 
conjunction with a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier for - 
6- [2- (1 (2) H-tetrazole-5-yl) ethyl ] decahydroisoquinolone-3- 
carboxylic acid or \it(s\biologically active analogue. 

9. The composition Wf cz/laim 7 wherein the dose of 6- [2- 
( 1 (2) H-tetrazole-5-yl)^thyl] decahyc^roisoquinolone-3- 
carboxylic acid or a pharmaceutically active analogue 
administered is from O.i mg to 3.0 mg. 

10. The composition of claim 7 wherein the dose of 6- [2- 



(1(2) H-tetrazole-5-yl) ethy]\l decahydroisoquinolone-3- 
O carboxylic acid or a pharmaoeutically active analogue 

administered is from 0.5 mg t\> 2.0 mg. 
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
